DOMESTIC. 


From  the  London  Monthly  Magazine. 


TO  THE  EDITOR. 

Sir — I have  read  your  last  supplemen- 
tary number  with  the  liighest  possible 
interest.  So  perfect  a contrast  as  the 
one  it  presents  between  the  munarcliical 
and  republican  forms  of  government, 
could  hardly  have  been  expected  to  be 
found  in  so  narrow  a compass.  In  con- 
trasting the  state  of  the  peasantry  (by 
far  the  most  numerous  class  of  people 
in  every  country,)  under  the  republican 
government  of  America,  with  the  same 
class  of  people  under  the  monarchical 
governments  of  Europe,  how  different 
do  we  find  them  circumstanced.  Under 
the  one  government,  how  free  and  inde- 
pendent ; under  the  other,  how  servile, 
how  degraded  ! 

A comparison  of  the  situations  of  per- 
sons filling  parallel  situations  under  the 
two  forms  of  government,  renders  it  pe- 
culiarly and  strikingly  apparent.  Be- 
ginning with  the  first  of  the  peasant,  we 
shall  find  the  American  “ squatter, ” and 
the  Irish  “ cottier,”  pretty  nearly  upon 
a level,  in  the  commencement  of  their 
pursuits  in  life.  If  we  watch  their  pro- 
gress, we  shall  find  the  one  gradually 
improving  in  his  condition,  becoming,  in 
time,  the  proprietor  of  the  land  he  tills  ; 
his  labors  ultimately  crowned  with  case 
and  indeperfdcnce  ; and  his  children,  far 
from  being  a burthen  to  him,  serving,  by 
enabling  him  to  extend  its  cultivation, — 
to  cncrease  the  value  of  the  land  he  has 
been  enabled  to  purchase,  by  his  requi- 
ted industry,  and  the  anli-arislocratical 
policy  of  the  government  under  which 
he  has  the  happiness  to  live. 

How  different,  how  miserably  diller- 
ent,  is  the  lot  of  the  unfortunate  cottier  ! 
His  utmost  toil  scarcely  enables  him  to 
pay  the  rent,  taxes  and  tithes,  extorted 
i'rcm  him,  for  the  wretched  hovel  he  in- 
habits, and  the  small  spot  of  land  he 
holds ; and  to  supply  himself  and  his  fam- 
ily with  a scanty  portion  of  the  coarsest 
food;  no  hopes  of  improvement  in  his 
condition  cheer  him  ; on  the  contrary, 
as  his  children — t'le  wretched  oflspring 
of  rags  and  misery — incrcate,  his  wants 
become  greater  ; till,  at  last,  they  plunge 
him  into  inextricable  poverty — that  po- 
verty which  awaits  him  in  his  old  age. 
w.iich  is  the  sole  inheritance  of  his  chil- 
dren, and  the  only  dowry  of  his  widow  ! 

If  we  look  to  the  currerponding  class 
of  people — the  agricultural  laborers — 
even  in  this  boasted  country,  we  shall 
find  their  situation  (pampered  as  they 
are  by  the  present  abominable  system  of 
making  the  poor  rates  auxiliary  to  the 
payment  of  their  scanty  wages,)  very  lit- 
tle better,  au<l,  in  some  respects  even 
worse  ; worse,  in  being  less  independent 
than  the  cottier — from  not  holding,  as 
he  does,  a piece  of  land  ; which,  small 
as  it  may  be,  raises  him  somewhat  in  the 
scale  of  8 ciely,  and  makes  him  a little 
Jess  the  slave  of  another’s  will,  than  the 
mere  agricultural  laborer. 

In  the  higher  classes  of  cultivators, 
the  contrast  is  not  less  unfavorable  to  the 
monarchical  governments.  How  differ- 
ent IS  the  situation  of  the  third  class  of 
American  yeomen  (as  described  by  Mr. 
Fcaron,)  from  that  of  the  European  far- 
mer, The  lord  of  the  soil  which  he  cul- 
tivates, and  having,  as  Mr.  Fcaron  ex- 
presses it,  “ no  one  to  make  him  afraid ; ’ 
the  other  the  dependant,  and  (as  far  as 
the  fear  of  being  deprived  of  the  means 
of  supporting  Iiimself  and  his  family 
can  make  him  so,)  the  slave  of  his  land- 
lord ; and  (which  is  infinitely  more  gall- 
ing,) often,  too,  of  a steward  more  haugh- 
ty, proud,  and  overbearing  than  Ids  mas- 
ter. It  may,  I am  aware,  be  said,  that 
this  is  not  ascribable  to  the  difference 
between  tlie  government  of  America  and 
t'.iose  of  Europe  ; but  to  the  peculiar 
situation  of  America,  and  the  great  a- 
buudance  there  of  unoccupied  land.  But 
a very  little  reflection  will  sliew,  that  it 
is  not  from  the  latter  circumstances,  but 
from  tlie  republican  form  of  government 
adopted  in  America,  liiat  it  arises.  The 
history  of  this  country  furnishes  an  epoch 
—the  conquest — well  calculated  to  ex- 
plain the  cause  of  this  difference. 

At  that  time  a general  change  too’n. 
place  in  the  propiictors  of  the  soil,  and 
there  was  then  some  resemblance  be- 
tween this  country  and  the  present  state 
of  America,  in  the  circumstance  of  there 
being  more  land  than  the  population 
could  cultivate.  At  that  period  com- 
menced the  system  of  land-ownership — 
which,  though  with  many  alterations, ex- 
ists at  this  day.  The  government  then 
established  being  monarchical,  its  una- 
voidable concomitant,  an  aristocracy,  re- 
quired revenues  for  its  support,  as  well 
as  to  enable  it  to  defend  the  new  govern- 
ment against  the  attacks  of  the  subjuga- 
ted people.  To  effect  this,  large  grants 
of  land  were  made  to  the  newly  created 
nobles:  thus  was  the  wliole  country  par- 
celled out  amongst  a favored  few,  and 
the  great  body  of  the  people  shut  out 
from  becoming  proprietors  of  the  soil ; 
and  thus  was  the  cuitivator  of  the  earth 
reduced  to ‘a  level  with  the  beasts  which 
shared  with  him  the  toil  of  culti  vating  it. 
In  time,  however,  the  conveniences  of 
the  land  proprietors  induced  them  to 
raise  the  cultivators  from  the  situation 
of  servants  to  that  of  tenants.  Her.cc  the 
system  of  landlord  and  tenant ; a system 
which,  though  it  may  have  ameliorated 
the  condition  of  the  cultivators  at  that 
time,  has  ultimately  had  the  effect  of 
placing  them  in  the  state  of  dependence 
they  arc  now  in,  even  under  our  present 
comparatively  free  constitution. 

Suppose,  instead  of  conquering  Eng- 
land, the  Normans  had  found  it  unpeo- 
pled, had  coiomted  it,  and  established  i.a 
it  a popular  government  like  tliat  of  A- 
mcrica  ; and,  instead  of  granting  out  3- 
noimous  quantities  of  land  to  a few  indi- 
viduals, had  allowed  each  settler  to  pos- 
sess only  as  much  land  as  he  and  his 


family  c.iu'd  cultivate;  how  iVitTLient 
would  be  the  state  of  England  at  this  day 
from  what  it  actually  is?  Instead  of  the 
millions  who  now  form  the  agticultural 
class,  being,  as  they  are,  the  dependents 
of  a few  extensive  landowners  and  their 
siewarils,  they  would  he  independent 
yeomen — men  who,  neither  raised  above 
nor  depressed  below  their  fellow  crea- 
tures, by  the  varied  degrees  of  artifioal- 
ranU,  would  thence  acquire  that  eleva- 
tion of  character  and  of  ideas,  which  is 
the  natural  result  of  an  uuconciousness 
of  inferiority  ; men  w ho  would  act  from 
themselves,  and  from  their  own  views  ol 
tilings — and  w ho,  at  an  election,  would 
be  incapable  of  being  led  to  the  polling- 
booth  [as  the  farmers  of  the  present  day 
are  by  their  landlords]  in  herds,  just  as 
their  shepherds  drive,  wherever  they 
please,  thier  timid,  wingless  flocks. 

IVbat  a noble  freedom  of  constitution 
would  a country,  tluin  peopled,  be  capa- 
ble of  enjoying,  and  of  eternally  preserv- 
ing ; and  how  ditfereut  would  a parlia- 
ment, elected  by  such  men,  from  a house 
of  commons,  elected  under  the  influence 
of  close  corporations,  and  a few’  large 
landed  proprietors  ! Is  not  this  what  A- 
inei'ica  must,  in  time,  become  ? Is  it  not 
a natural  result  of  the  system  of  the  sales 
of  land  adopted  there,  and  of  the  sales 
of  land  adopted  there,  and  of  the  restriev 
tion  on  the  quantity  purchased  by  indi- 
duals, occasioned  by  the  high  price  of 
labor,  rendering  the  buying  of  more  land 
than  the  purchaser  and  his  family  can 
cultivate  unprofitable  and  useless  ? -Sure- 
ly it  cannot  tail  to  verify,  at  some  future 
time,  [if,  indeed,  it  has  not  already  done 
so,]  Smollett’s  prediction,  thai“  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America  may  become 
the  assyluni  of  British  liberty;  and,  when 
the  nation  is  enslaved  by  dometic  despo- 
tism, or  foreign  dominion — when  her 
substance  is  wasted,  her  spirit  bioken, 
and  the  laws  and  constitution  of  Eng- 
land are  no  more — then  those  colonics, 
sent  of  by  our  fathers,  may  receive  and 
entertain  their  sons  as  hapless  exiles  and 
ruined  refugees.”  H.

Recei/iC  for  making  Cider,  and  fireserv- 
ing it  sound  for  yraxs. 

Three  months  ago,  I was'at  the  house 
of  N ciiolas  Nall,  Esq.  who  lives  near 
Deep  River,  at  the  upper  extremity  of 
.VIoore  county,  whcie  I drank  old  cider 
of  a very  superior  quality  ; and  as  the 
liabitual  use  of  cider  is  eminently  con 
du(  ivc  to  health,  instires  sobriety,  im 
parts  the  agreeable  sensation  of  strength 
and  vigor,  and  is  a pleasant  beverage 
that  can  be  afforded  at  a small  exp'-nsc; 

I took  care  to  be  e;:actly  informed  of  bis 
mannerof  making,  rerming  and  preserv 
ing  it,  in  hope  that  advantage  might  ac- 
crue in  the  publication  cf  it.  Mr.  Nall 
had  in  Ids  cellar,  as  well  as  I now  recol- 
lect, abcvit  S or  10  hogs'i'  ads  and  50  or 
CO  ba’-TcIs  of  cider  of  tliffcrciU  ages- 
the  oldest  was  h st ; nrr  t'i  1 he  think  it 
fit  to  drink  until  it  was  at  least  a year  old. 
That  which  J drank,  was  three  years  old 
and  it  was  excellent.  His  oldest  cider 
I did  no  s ate,  as  he  intends  it  as  a treat 
for  his  executors.  He  coinplaiiicd  that 
his  stock  was  too  small  to  diink  it  of  the 
age  he  wished  ; but  intended  to  fill  an- 
other cellar.  I here  copy  Mr.  Nall’s  re- 
ceipt, as  he  gave  it  to  me  in  writing  in 
-\pril  last. 

“ -\1!  apples  fit  to  be  eaten,  w ill  make 
good  cider.  The  grand  secret  is  in  cleans 
iiig  it  from  the  filth  and  dregs  as  early  as 
possible.  Each  sort  of  apples  are  to  be 
beaten  and  pressed  by  themselves.  Two 
kinds  of  juice,  both  good,  would  if  mix 
cd  often,  make  bad  cider.  Throw  out 
all  iiiqierfect,  sorry,  aud  sun-burnt  ap- 
ples, as  well  as  dust  and  trash — Beat 
your  apples  before  much  mellowed  ; — 
as  they  loose  their  strength,  soundness 
and  spirit,  if  too  mellow.  Let  them  stand 
half  a day  after  being  beaten,  before  put 
into  the  press;  then  press  them  slowly  ; 
disaontinuc  it  as  soon  as  the  juice  ap- 
pears thill  aud  watery.  The  advantage 
of  slow  pressure  is,  in  making  the  li- 
quor run  pure.  Let  your  casks,  previ- 
ously well  cleansed,  be  filled  quite  fiill, 
to  permit  the  froth  and  pumice  to  dis- 
charge itself  at  the  buna-.  JVhen  the 
fermcnialion  abates,  cover  the  bung 
closely  witli  something,  that  may  be  lift 
ed  by  the  fixed  air  that  escapes  diiriivg 
the  future  fermentation.  In  a week,' 
rack  oil' the  cider  carefully,  ceasing  the 
moment  you  observe  it  to  run  muddy. — 
Nowl  stop  the  Cask  more  firmly.  In  ten 
days,  rack  it  oti'a  second  time  ; and  in 
fifteen  days  a tl.ird  lime.  In  every  in- 
stance, the  casks  arc  to  be  clean  and  per- 
fectly filled;  and  when  filled  for  the  last 
lime,  to  be  bunged  close  in  a deep,  dry 
cellar,  never  to  be  moved  until  drawn 
for  use.  Late  cider  need  not  be  racked 
until  March,  anu  then  one  racking,  or  at 
most  two,  will  be  sufficient.  Be  very 
careful  that  no  water,  not  even  the  little 
-hat  will  adhere  after  rincing  a cask,  is 
mixed  with  the.  cider.  The  smallest 
'-.juantity  of  rain  water  will  render  cider 
unfit  to  keep.  The  addition  of  any  quan- 
tity of  distilled  spirit  is  not  only  useless, 
I)ut  injurious.” 

Mr.  Nall’s  method  is  the  result  of  long 
experience,  and  its  success  justifies  me 
in  recoinmendiag  it  to  the  public.  I hope 
it  avill  he  ti  led.

Nall  told  me,  he  had  for  mmy 
years  tried  various  plans  for  clarifiying 
cider  to  prevent  i(s  souring,  by  means 
of  milk,  isinglass,  scalding  and  scum- 
ming, filtering  through  sand,  &c.

and  found  all  useful;  but  is  satisfied 
that  frequent  racking  or  drawing  is  lar 
preferable  to  any  ether  method  he  has 
attempted.

After  the  report  made  by  the  physi- 
jcians  on  the  31st  day  of  July  last,  meas- 
jurcs  were  taken- f'-*  obtain,  from  them, 
■separately,  and  Iroin  the  citizens  inhab- 
iting places  suspected  of  disease,  daily 
communications  concerning  the  health 
of  onr  city.  If,  from  the  best  informa*- 
tion  and  advice,  thus  obtained,  any  mate-j 
rial  change  from  the  tenor  of  their  pub- 
lic report  bad  been  discovered,  it  would' 
have  become  the  iudispcnsiblc  duty,  as' 
it  has  been  the  fixed  tletermiiiation,  ofj 
the  board  of  health,  to  have  promptly 
and  frankly,  made  it  known.  But  no; 
such  change,  it  is  believed,  has  hlthe-to 
occurre  1.  It  may  be  )>roper  to  add, 
that  some  medical  opinions  unknown  to 
the  meeting,  did  not  concur  in  that  re- 
port ; and  it  is  believed  that  tlie  propor- 
tion of  malignant  cases  even  in  their  es-* 
tiniation,  is  not  increased  ; and  we  are 
induced  to  hope  that  their  opiiiicni,  re- 
po.sing  much  on  principles  of  theory, 
may  not  have  been  founded  on  a practi- 
cal view  of  the  facts;  lor  it  seems  to  be 
admitted  on  all  sides,  that  suc'u  cases  as 
have  appeared  do  almost  invariably  pre- 
seiit  themselves  wlicther  the  season 
proves  healthy  or  not.  ^Vitl1  regard  to 
these  opinions,  however,  every  informa- 
tion is  now,  an  l will  be,  given  to  the  pub- 
lic, that  may  be  found  connected  either 
with  their  safely  or  satisfaction, 

It  wi*!  however  readily  be  perceived, 
that  this  discordance  of  medical  opinion 
creates  difficulties  in  acquiring  or  accu- 
mulating information  among  those  not 
(Scientific’dlly  vetse  l in  such  subjects  ; it 
;is  at  the  same  time  pleasing  to  observe, 
that  all  agree,  in  no  instance  has  the  fe- 
|vor  proved  contagious,  and  tlut  whatev- 
!er  may  have  been  its  character  or  quali- 
!t;es;  the  cases  produced  in  the  city  are 
jevidcnily  confined  in  their  origin,  to  one 
dock,  and  seems  to  have  entirely  disap- 
peared therefrom,  although  s’.ill  fre- 
quented by  one  half  its  iiiliahitaiits. 

In  the  meantime,  several  cases  of  the 
same  description  have  appeared  at  Fell’s 
Point;  and  in  like  manner,  thus  far  art- 
very  confined  in  their  range.  In  any 
[event  the  utn'o*;t  aucntlon  will  be  paid 
I to  observe  then  coaise,  and  obviate  their 
[causes  and  extension,  as  on  this  subject 
h‘iig  and  dear  bought  experience  has 
placed  much  within  the  control  of  po- 
lice rcgitlaiiqiis,  which  have  already 
proved  advantageous  aud  will  continue 
to  be  enforced  with  renewed  assiduity 
and  determined  rigor. 

The  c'.i'argi  d bounds  of  thejeity  have 
iii  l'jced  m ny  of  our  citizens  to  believe 
our  weekly  bills  ofm  'itality  to  be  gi fat- 
ly ill'  re  se.l,  which  will  he  found,  on  ex 
amination,  not  lobe  t’.ie  fact,  as  tonum- 
ber,  nor  css  ntially  different  ia  malig- 
nant cases,  when  com.-ared  with  the  last 
tenor  t'vtlve  years.  The  extreme  heat 
and  Icng  continued  drought,  have  caus- 
ed many  sudden  deaths,  cspeculiy  a 
mong  the  intemperate  and  careless.— 
Deaths  by  acci  'eut,  also,  have  been  over 
propoiti'med, and  both  tend  to  oiiginate 
false  reports,  and  keep  alive  unusual 
anxieties.  It  is  impossible  that  there 
can  be  any  material  concealment  or  dis- 
guise of  the  actual  health  of  the  city,  if 
tiw  inexcusable  disposition  existed  to 
make  them;  and  it  is  repeated,  when- 
ever any  sensible  charges  are  discov- 
ered. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  great 
satisfaction  the  attention  of  the  physi- 
cians of  Baltimore  in  their  prompt  com- 
munications respecting  the  health  of  the 
citv.

fever The  Board  of  Health  have  caus- 

ed s.iid  vessel  to  be  scuttled  and  sunk  ; 
so  that  no  danger  now  exists  from  that 
cause:  also  such  articles  as  were  on 
hoard  of  said  vessel,  that  in  the  appre- 
hension of  the  Board  of  Health  might 
contain  contagion,  are,  by  order  of  the 
Board  destroyed  or  removed  to  places  of 
safety.  The  public  may  therefore  rest 
assured,  that  every  thing  has  been  done, 
liy  order  of  the  Board,  tint  can  be  done, 
to  insure  safety  to  tl  c citizens,  and  that 
110  cause  of  alarm  at  present  exists,  and 
ii  future  cases  of  said  fever  occui  s,  they 
will  be  published,  if  pu'oiic  safety  rc 
tpiiros  k.

STATE  LINE. 

The  commissioners  wlio  were  appoint- 
ed by  this  state  to  run  the  line  between 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee  west  of  the 
Tennessee  river,  have  performed  that 
duty  and  rct'irned. 

The  parallel  ol  36  degrees  30  minutes 
north  latitude  wliich  is  the  chartered  li- 
mits between  this  state  and  Tennessee, 
is  ascertained  to  be  about  thirteen  miles 
due  south  of  the  point  where  Walker’s 
line  strikes  the  Tennessee  river  and  a- 
bout  17  miles  south  of  the  point  where 
the  same  line  strikes  the  Mississippi. — 
This  will  convey  to  our  readers  some  i- 
dea  cf  the  extent  of  country  now  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  I’enncssee  which  of| 
right  belongs  to  this  state.  The  line 
run  by  the  commissiont  rs  from  the  point! 
of  36  degrees  30  inimiteson  tlie  Tetiiu:s-i 
see  strikes  ?the  Mississippi,  crosses  it 
twice  and  comprehends  within  the  state' 
of  Kentucky  about  7000  acres  lying  ini 
the  bend  belovv  New  Madrid.  Those; 
who  have  access  to  Munsell’s  Map  willj 
see  how  this  happens  by  casting  their; 
eyes  on  the  bend  in  the  Mississipi'i,  at 
the  northern  point  of  which  stands  New^ 
-Madrid. 

The  commissioners  represent  the  lands 
on  the  Tennessee  r'v  w aud  or.  the  sta'.ej 
line  to  he  generally  of  a good  quality 
and  capable  of  supporting  a large  popu-| 
lation.  The  Tennessee  is  a beautiful 
stream  having  a sufficiency  of  water  fori 
iiavi,gation  ilirough  tliis  state  during  the 
whole  season.  The  lands  on  tbc  Mis-j 
sissippi~arc  likewise  good  ; but  witli  the] 
exception  of  a few  bluffs,  subject  to  iii-l 
unduiion  from  which  they  can  never  bej 
redeemed.  The  lands  on  the  Ohio  are' 
of  a similar  quality  and  subject  to  the 
like  misf  irtuii.'.  | 

It  is  7 2 miles  on  the  slate  line  fronii 
the  'I'cnnessee  river  to  the  Mississippi.] 
I'he  whole  Hart  of  land  actpiired  from' 
the  Indians  is  of  sufficient  size  and  fer-i 
tility  to  constitute  four  respectable'  couu-j 
ties.  A considerable  number,  of  squat-] 
ters  have  already  located  themselves  on 
some  parts  of  it.  |

Iv  by  the  old  purchase  lines  to  the  X.  VV.  cor- 
ner of  the  second  Kickapoo  purchase,  thence 
north  eastwardly  hy  tlie  old  jiurohase  lines,  to 
the  line  dividing  Indiana  and  Illinois  states, 
thence  north  to  the  KankAee  Kiver,  thence 
down  that  river  to  the  Illinois,  thence  down 
the  Illinois  to  the  place  of  he.giniiing.  This 
tract  is  estimated  to  con’.ain  upwa.  ds  of  ten 
millions  of  acres,  a , great  qnntity  of  which  is 
first  r.ate  land.  N’early  300  families  had  squat- 
ted on  this  land  before  the  purchase,  which 
was  a strong  indue jment  to  tlie  Indians  to 
leave  the  country.

The  major  general  commanding,  hav- 
ing accomplished  his  tour  of  Review  and] 
Inspection  of  the  posts  on  the  waters  of;

excellent  state  of  police  and  discipline  in 
which  the  troops  were  generally  found. 

At  Fort  Michilimackinac  great  credit 
is  due  to  Capt.  Peirce,  of  the  corps  of  ar- 
tillery, [the  late  commander]  and  to  the 
ether  officers — all  of  whom  seemed  to 
have  united  in  effecting  so  much  res- 
pectability in  the  command.  The  preci- 
sion and  accuracy  in  the  infantry  manoeu- 
vres and  artillery  exercise,  evinced  a 
knowledge  of  military  duty  highly  hon- 
orable to  tlie  division.

“ How  this  controversy  will  result, 
time  only  can  determine,  if  the  govern- 
ment sliould  ever  so  far  listen  to  the 
voice  of  reason  and  justice,  as  to  submit 
the  whole  aft'air  to  the  decision  of  com- 
petent and  disinterested  men,  as  arbiira 
tors  between  us,  and  if  on  such  submis- 
sion a balance  should  be  found  against 
me,  it  will,  I hope  and  trust  be  in  my 
power  to  liquidate  the  sa.-ne.  I,  howev- 
er, am  persuaded  tloat  such  an  investiga- 
tion would  result  in  a balance,  due  to 
me  from  the  govcrnnicnt,  more  than  e- 
qual  to  the  payment  of  all  my  debts, 
without  the  aid  of  my  real  or  personal 
estate.  All  I ask  is  justice.”

The rharacterof  vice  president  Tomp- 
kins has,  by  the  official  station  which  he 
holds,  ami  still  more  by  the  exertions  k 
services  rendered  to  the  country  in  the 
late  War,  become  the  property,  and  is  en- 
titled to  the  fair  protection,  of  the  na- 
tion. No  efi’orts,  no  exioosure,  no  risk, 
no  sacrifices  deterred  that  justly  distin- 
guished p '.triot  from  devoting  himself, 
at  the  most  awful  moment,  to  the  de- 
fence of  the  union.  By  pledging  his 
own  responsibility  and  that  of  his  friends, 
he  obtained  money  for  militarv  service, 
when  the  cred^  and  resources  of  the  gen- 
eral government  had  failed  for  that  ob- 
ject. This  he  did  as  the  governor  of 
New  York.  He  was  thus  made  to  ap- 
pear on  the  treasury  books  of  that  state 
as  a defaulter,  and  was  for  a time,  most 
wantonly  and  unjustly  calumniated  on 
thaf  point.  With  this  view  of  the  sub- 
j ct,  tlie  New  York  legislature  passed  an 
act  for  an  equitable  adjustment  of  bis 
accounts.  The  act  is  so  plain  as  to  ad- 
mit of  but  one  just  construction,  as  is  de- 
clared by  nine  of  the  most  able  lawyers 
:nt:iatstate,of  all  parties.  Yet,  because 
tliis  construction  was  favorable  to  Vice 
Fresident  Tompkins,  and  would  have 
completely  settled  his  pecuniary  aff.firs 
and  his  rcputaiicn,  where  it  is  now  in  all 
unprejudiced  minds,  on  a commanding 
eminence,  the  comptroller  of  New  York, 
contrary  to  his  own  solemn  pledge,  in 
the  face  of  overwhelming  legal  authori- 
ties, and  obviously  for  political  reasons, 
to  insure  the  continued  ascendency  of 
De  W n-T  CusTos,  and  to  prostrate  a 
dreaded  rival,  has  refused  to  adjust  the

TIIE  CAPITOL. 

We  were  glad  to  find,  by  a visit  to  t’ne 
Qapitol,  that  the  apartments  destined  for 


the  senate  and  1 ousc  of  represtutatives 
will  be  ready  for  their  reception  at  the 
opening  of  the  ensuing  session  ol  con- 
gress. The  senate  chamber,  in  the 
north  wing,  appears  to  be  the  iiearett  to 
completion,  and  uill  be  a more  spleidid 
apartment  than  the  one  in  which  that  Ijo- 
dy  formerly  sate.  The  representative/ 
Hall,  in  the  South  Wing,  though  the 
form  is  changed,  perhaijs  dis  idvanta- 
geously,  but  necessarily,  from  oval  to 
semicircular,  will  at  least  equal  in  mag- 
nificence the  former  hall.  It  will  pos- 
sess, over  the  old  room,  some  great  ad- 
antages,  of  embellishment  as  well  as 
convenience.  The  beautiful  targe  pil- 
lars, of  variegated  Potomac  marble,  in 
this  hall,  and  the  smaller  ones  of  the 
same  material  in  that  of  the  senate,  can- 
not fail  of  being  generally  admired.  The 
colossal  statute  of  liberty,  raised  aloft  o- 
ver  the  speaker’s  chair,  is  a fine  object, 
but  would  appear  perhaps  to  gretrter  ad- 
vantage had  it  an  ampler  space  for  its 
display.  The  galleries  in  both  rooms, 
but  particularly  in  the  senate  chamber, 
are  more  conveniently  disposed  than  the 
old  one.  The  toute  assemble  of  both 
halls,  and  the  arrangements  of  offices, 
committee  rooms,  kc.  it  is  supposed, 
will  have  hecn  greatly  improved  by  their 
rc-cdification. 

At  length,  too,  the  centre  buildings 
begin  to  rise  from  tbc  ground.  The  am- 
ple foundations  and  subterranean  vaults, 
commenced  last  season,  have  been  very 
substantially  completed.  The  western 
wall  is  already  rising  towards  the  second 
story,  and  the  eastern  or  front  wall  is 
some  feet  above  the  ground.  It  is  sup- 
posed that,  before  the  winter  sets  in,  the 
building  will  have  reached  somewhere 
about  half  its  height.  If  congress  con- 
tinue to  look  with  a favorable  eye  on  this 
great  national  work,  it  is  hoped  the  end 
of  the  next  season  will  find  the  exterior 
wails  prepared  to  receive  the  lofty  dome 
they  are  destined  to  support;  and  that 
two  more  years  will  suffice  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Capitol. 

'I'he  two  additional  buildings  erected 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  of- 
fices, and  parallel  to  the  old  buildings, 
•are  very  nearly  completed.  They  are 
rather  more  capacious  than  the  buildings 
already  occupied,  and,  having  the  addi- 
tion, each,  of  a handsome  portico,  with 
free  stone  pillars,  serve  considerably  to 
embellish  that  quarter  of  the  city.

HOME  INDUSTRY. 

The  great  interest  displaycd«  at 
time,  throughout  the  United  States, 
almost  every  class  of  citizens,  in  the  dis- 
cussion and  encouragement  of  domestic 
manufactures,  fairly  creates  the  suppo- 
sition and  hope  that  the  next  congress 
■will  make  “home  indust. y”  a promi- 
nent subject  of  legislation.  However 
much  the  interference  of  congress  may 
be  opposed  by  a few,  wc  entertain  not 
the  shadow  of  a doubt  but  that  the  great 
mass  of  THE  PEOPLE  of  America  earnest- 
ly desire  some  legislative  aid — some  go- 
gcrnmental  protection  in  the  pursuit  of 
what  may  be  called  perm.vsent  nation- 
al HAPPINESS.  This  opinion  is  not  form- 
ed without  evidence.  Various  essays, 
•written  in  different  quarters,  bearing  up- 
on their  face,  energy  and  research,  go 
very  far  in  disclosing  public  sentiment. 
Thera  was  a time  when  the  paternal 
arm  of  the  nation  was  extended — when 
home-made  materials  were  consumed. 
Then  factory  establishments  flourished. 
The  aid  was  withdrawn  by  circumstan- 
ces— and  the  busy  hum  of  the  wheel  and 
spindle  has  been  succeeded  by  the  mourn- 
ful spectacle  of  decayed  structures. 

A writer  in  the  “ Southern  Patriot,” 
printed  at  Charleston,  S.  C.  is  opposed 
to  the  early  adoption  of  any  system  by 
which  domestic  manufactures  will  be  en- 
couraged. He  may  in  vain  urge,  that 
they  can  only  prosper  in  a limited  terri- 
tory, and  dense  population.  It  is  equal- 
ly absurd  to  say  that  tlie  United  States 
have  not  the  pecuniary  resources,  nor 
the  science  and  skill.  Industry  is  an  at- 
tribute that  seldom  fails  of  success ; and 
it  is  difficult  for  us  to  believe  that  a close 
and  thick  population  is  indispensably  ne- 
cessary to  the  existence  of  that  quality. 
Allow  the  price  of  labor  to  he  high  at  the 
commencement  of  an  extensive  system 
of  manufacturing,  are  there  not  thou- 
sands of  unemployed  individuals  in  the 
country,  who,  when  added  to  the  myriads 
cf  plebian  emigrants  from  Europe,  would 
soon  reduce  it  ^ There  is  no  question 
of  the  fact.  Hence  the  extent  of  wilder- 
ness west,  while  it  might  invite  to  agrf- 
culture, could  not  in  any  possible  way  op- 
erate against  manufactures. 

The  wiiter  above  alluded  to,  appears 
to  think  the  counti-y  must  be  made  cn 
tirely  agricultural.  Wc  profess  the  mos 
unbounded  esteem  for  this  source  of  na- 
tional wealth.  The  cultivators  of  the 
soil  have  been  justly  styled  the  backbone 
of  the  different  communities  in  the  new 
world.  But  there  is  an  old  proverb, 
that,  “ if  the  rod  be  bent  too  much  one 
way,  you  must,  in  order  to  make  it 
straight,  bend  it  as  mnc'i  tlic  other.”  In 
a nation,  therefore,  which  possesses  re 
sources  for  both  agricultural  and  inanu- 
factoring  pursuits,  it  would  be  higlily 
impolitic  to  encourage,  exclusively,  the 
one,  and  endeavor  to  depress  the  other.

1st.  In  searching  and  examining  ves- 
sels of  any  nation,  a civil  and  polite  be- 
havior is  rc(|uired,  and  in  case  of  ta- 
king from  them  the  property  of  the  ene- 
my, tlic  captor  must  pay  the  freight  stip- 
ulated. He  is  not  to  cause  them  unne- 
cessary interuptioii,  nor  take  supplies 
by  force.  If  any  article  is  wanted  it  must 
be  obtained  by  a voluntary  sale. 

2d.  Prisoticrs  arc  to  be  treated  in  the 
best  possible  manner — they  arc  not  to 
be  instilled,  nor  deprived  of  their  bag- 

3d.  In  case  any  chief,  officer,  hr.  he 
made  prisoi.er,  he  must  be  sent  to  these 
ports,  .and  this  government  offers  acoin- 
pensati  n proportioned  to  his  rank. 

4tli.  'To  remove  the  crews  of  prizes, 
I the  commander  must  pay  tlieir  pa  sage 
to  the  nearest  place  wiieie  they  can  be 
Imdei'.

Negrofs  from  the  roast  of  .Afri- 
ca, fou'id  in  prizes,  shall  he  paid  for  at 
literate  of  ooe  humlicd  dollars  each; 
females  and  chiklren  shall  be  put  under 
the  care  of  prviate  pe.rsons,  to  be  edu- 
cated according  to  the  practice  of  free 
countries. 

7th.  'To  prevent  instibot  dinaflon  on 
boaid  of  cru'.zers,  the  commanders  are

It  is  wit  I mingled  feelings  of  pride 
and  pleasure,  that  I hand  to  you  for  pub- 
lication, the  following  little  anecdote, 
communicated  to  me  by  one  of  o'  r 
distinguished  naval  officers,  just  arrived 
from  the  Mediterranean. 

AVhen  the  Franklin,  74,  was  lying  oft' 
Naples,  the  Emperor  and  Empress  of 
Austria,  and  the  King  of  Naples,  ex- 
pressed a desire  to  visit  the  ship,  and 
were  accordingly  received  on  an  appoin- 
ted day,  with  all  the  honors  due  to  their 
exalted  stations.  A royal  salute  was  ft  - 
ed,  the  yards  manned,  and  the  boatswai  • 
piped  their  majesties  on  board  of  one  of 
the  finest  ships  in  the  world.  Nothin  ■ 
was  spared  by  her  gallant  commander  to 
render  tlic  visit  of  Ills  Imperial  and  Roy- 
al guests  agreeable;  and  they  express 
cd  in  the  most  undisguised  manner  the 
jilcasurc  they  felt  at  their  reception,  an 
their  amazement  at  a scene  which,  to 
their  Imperial  Majesties  especially,  was 
so  entirely  novel. 

An  unfortunate  accident,  however,  in- 
terrupted the  pleasures  of  the  day.  The 
chamberlain  of  the  empress  fell  down 
the  main  hatchway,  and  broke  his  leg, 
sviiich,  however,  was  immediately  set 
on  titc  spot,  in  the  most  skilful  andsatis- 
try  manner,  by  the  suigcon  of  the  ship, 
Dr.  Salter.  This  unfortunate  event,  < f 
course,  caused  a good  deal  of  anxiety. 
a"d  as  the  chamberlain  was  placed  in  a 
lit'.er,  their  majesties  arcompanied  him 
Oil  s lore.  The  next  day  the  Emperor 
sent  Dr.  Salter  a purse  containing  100 
doublons,  (1,500  dollars)  which,  howev- 
er, was  promptly  rcuinu  d by  that  gen- 
tleman, with  a note  stating  his  reasons 
fir  so  doing;  which  were  simply  that 
« he  was  an  -American  offi  .er,  and  had 
done  nothing  but  his  duty.” 

The  astonishment  of  the  emperqr  a' 
this  unlooked  for  return,  was  excessive  ; 
but  he  could  not  but  openly  express  l;i^ 
admiration  of  the  independence  of  char- 
acter displayed  by  the  American  sin 
geon.  Ills  courtiers,  however,  weic 
thunderstruck.  ‘‘Toittunuhepre.se  t 
o nt  mireroi!  Santa  Maria  1 and  to 
doublons  too  1”  And  they  held  up  thei 
tiands  iiiatUairation  of  aa’actwhicli  ihet 


had  never  heard  of  before,  and  which 
they  felt  they  could  not  imitate. 

It  isby  such  acts  as  these  that  we  may, 
e pect  mir  national  character  to  be  es- 
tablished abroad. — A i.aval  victory  may 
make  us  feared — but  this  moral  victory, 
if  so  I may  term  it,  must  make  us  rts- 
pected  and  esteemed;  and  cannot  fail  to 
shed  additional  lustre  on  the  rising  glo- 
ry  of  our  navy.
